As required by law, I have the honor to submit my Amn-

The Superintendent of Public Schools 10 the County, Hon. 
H. H. Cartter, reports that the school accommodations have 
been inadequate for the number of children that have applied 
for admission. Large, additions will soon be made to the 
schvol- room at Prescott. Two additional teachers will be 
required. Four new school districts will soon be organized 
in the county.

A school-house has been erected in Tucson during the year, 
at a cost of $9,781 96, and paid by donations from the people. 
Tn this school three teachers are employed. There are three 
rooms in the building, one occupied by girls, one by boys of 
higher grade in studies, and the third by boys in primary 
studies. The boys in the primary room are taught Spanish 
and English. In the other rooms English only is taught. From 
the rapid increase it is apparent that by next term an addition 
will have to be made to the present school-honse, and two more 
teachers will be required. 


The County Superintendent, Hon. W. J. Osborn, reports the 


Progress of the children as remarkably good. A new school 


district has been applied for on the upper Gila, and others will 


_ undoubtedly be organized during the coming year.

Of these 2508 children, 1265 are boys and 1243 are girls, 
and of these, 908 can read and write, leaving 1600 who can- 
not read and write. The large proportion reported as unable 
to read and write is a source of regiet, but it must be borne 
in mind that it is only about three years since the Publie 
School system has been put into successful operation, and 
from want of school-houses and means to defray the expenses 
of schools, a large number of the children were unable to 
find school accommodations. But the school revenue is con- 
stantly increasing, and it is to be hoped that in a short time, 
every child within Arizona will have an opportunity of ob- 

taining the ridiments of an education.

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In my last annual report the number of children between 


the ages of ix and twenty-one years, was shown to be 25084 ° 


the umber that could read and write was reported at 908, 
which shows an increase of £47 children in the Territory, and 


an increase of 566 of those who can read and write over the 


previous year. 

J consider this remarkable dectine in illiteracy the best 
argument that can be preseuted in favor of the Publie School 
System. / 

Tt will be seen that very nearly fifty per cent. of the children 
in the Territory car now read aud write. Considering the 


length of time our schools have been established and the many 


obstacles we have had to overcome, the situation is certainly 
very encouraging, but there is much yet to be done, and to 
bring the School System up to a standard, that will give to 
every child within the limits of the Territory a common school 
education, requires the ceaseless, active and united co-opera- 
tion of every friend of free education. - 


Let the progress we have made serve as a stimulus to go 
on with the work until we can make the proud boast, that even 


Prussia, with only two and a half per cent. of its population ` 


that cannot read and write, does not excel us.
